Jt appears 
that the topagraphical department of the Staft 
at Antananarivo has just published 2 new map 
showing the political situation in the colony. 
The same department published a map of the 
island atthe end of 1897, which was headed 
with the grandiose title of “ The Pacification of 
Madagascar, 1897,” and it would seem on a 
comparison between the two maps that the 
“pacification” has been progressing backwards. 
The areas in which the Malagasy are holdin 
their own against the invaders have increased, 
nd have spread over'whole provinces. No, 
teference is here made to the south-west .of 
the island, which it is understood remains 
rindependent; nor to the west, where the 
Sakalava country has hardly been touched, But 
in the north, in all the territory which, was 
marked in the former mapas pacified since 
uly, 1897, the French are losing their hold, 
he new map clearly marks all the northern, 
Provinces as being in a state of insurrection 
against the French invaders, and the latest 
intelligence from the island shows that the 
splrit of resistance has spread to the south-east. 
he fact is tha’ Madagascar js a continual 
drain upon the resources of: the Republic. 
even thousand soldiers were lost from fever 
during the invasion, thanks to the incompetence 
-of the French General Staff; no colonists will 
go out to take the places of-the British mer- 
chants driven away, and now the French can 
only be said to Kota a few of the principal 
towns and ports, A more signal exhibition of 
incompetence has seldom been made, even by’ 
the French Colonia) authorities, than, in
